President Burhanuddin Rabbani 
hit Kabu! international airport and 
the Taleban were forced to evacu- 
ate some helicoplers, witnesses 
said.

‘We were told in the letter to 
close down because women’s gO” 
ing to public baths is un-Islamic 
as far as the Taliban are concer- 
ened,” Mohammed Hassan said. 

“One bath was fined 500,000 
afghanis (31 dollars) by the Tali- 
ban two days ago for violating the 
order and opening its doors to 


women,” he said. 

No Taliban official was inme- 
diately available for comment on 
the closure or an why the baths 
are deemed to be un-Islamic, but 
kocals said the baths were prob- 
ably frowned upon because it in- 
vited women to wander the city 
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The Ranks of Man as the Holy Qoran Says 


The perfection in women's 
character referred to in the 
Qoran, is hecause when Allah 
saw a menace to something, He 
laid great stress on it. For in- 
stance, when the Qoran was re- 


vealed, there was a menace to 


monotheism and polytheism was 
prevalent. To establish firmly 
monotheism and uproot polythe- 
ism, many verses were revealed. 
And since the status of woman 
was not duly respected during the 
revelation of the Qoran, ber 
status and respect was empha- 
sizèed and the equality of rights 
was recognized for women in all 
steps of life. The Qoran cites 
many parables to ascertain the 
standard of value in various 
phases of life for men and women 
alike. 


The three faculties of soul 

in human nature, there are 
three ‘faculties: 

Faculty of attraction; faculty 
of repulsion; and faculty of think- 
ing- The Qoran counts the host of 
reason and ignorance to be one 
hundred and fifty - for reason 
seventy-five and for ignorance 
seventy-five, and describes them 
in three categories: 

One category for knowledge 
and thought, one for attraction, 
i.e., passion, and the third for re- 
pulsion, i.e. anger. 

What we see n ourselves and 
what we remember from others 
denote that our acts are summed 
up in these categories.

Man has thought and the fac- 
ulty of thinking has attraction and 
faculty of attracting and has re- 
pulsion and faculty of repulsing. 
All human acts refer. to these 
three faculties and the “major jus- 
tice" is the adjustment thereof. 
The Qoran gives examples for 
each of these categories. 

Symbol of Knowledge 

As far as knowledge is con- 
cerned, the teaching of the names 
is to be regarded within the scope 
of human nature. The Qoran 
says: : 

“The Adam received from his 
Lord words (of revelation)..." 
(2:37 - 

What is meant by “words"", is 
the light of the sacred progeny of 
the Prophet (S) and that light is 
the knowledge that Adam (S) re- 
ceived as his salvation. Hazrat 
Ali (AS) and Hazrat Zahra (SA) 
are two typical symbols of the sa- 
cred progeny.

Velayati concluded by saying,

“If we don’t know anything 
about a flagship spccics likc lhe 
basking shark, what chance is 
there of protecing smaller fish 
which mighl be equally deserving 
attention?” says Dr. Mark O'Con- 
nell. an environmental scientist 
from Durham Universily's De- 
partment of Biological Sciences. 

The basking shark. which can 
grow up to 10 meters (33 [eel 
long and weigh about three Ions. 
is one of 30 shark specics found 
off Wester Europe and scciny 
one is an experience not casily 
forgollen. The shoal riscs lo just 
below the surface and apparently 
basks in lhe sun. 

Nobody knows wly. 

“Fish are influenced, by 
changes in temperature. Ii could 
be ihat they come to the surface lo 
warmi thentsclv'es up before a deep 
dive.” said O'Connell's partner 
Dr. Tim Thom. 

Together (hey lave bccn eslab- 
lishing a rcscarch projcct on tle 
huge fish off the Scottish Island of 
Aran. 

Only its close relative the whale 
shark. found in tropical waters, is 
bigger. The great white shark 
which terrorized lhe beaches in 
Steven Spiclberg’s Jaws’ is no- 
where ncar as large. 

Bu unlike the grcal while or 
the cven more ferocious bull shark 
the basking shark is unrcscarched. 
harmless and survives on plank- 
torn. “the grass of the ocean”. ac- 
cording lo O Connell.

The U.S. for instance. enjoys a 
huge lead in satellite and commu- 
nications technologies. When the 
U.S. launched spy satellites into 
space. a number of poorer coun- 
tries protested. One could imagine 
them complaining: "Why are you 
taking aerial photos of our terri- 
tory? You are taking national pro- 
prietary: information: that’s 
piracy!" 

The U.§. response, in effect. 
said. "We have the sovereign 
rights to take photos of every 
country. including yours. You are 
even welcome to buy them. if Jou 
can afford them." 

And because they couldn't af- 
ford BMW and satellite technolo- 
gies, poor countries had no choice 
but to pay through the nose for 
Landsat photographs of their own 
territories. 

The U.S. then went on from 
military to cornmercial satellites.

Ron Eckstrom of the U.S. lobby 
group Business Software Alliance 
explains why they are lobbying 
Asian governments to clamp down 
on software copying.

In the 18th and 19th centuries.

publications. U.S. publishers justi- 
fied their piracy by saying that the 
American public should not be de- 
nied access to British knowledge 
and literature just because they 
couldn’t afford British prices. 
Thus the U.S. publishers pirated 
British materials at will. 

When the U.S. couldn't afford 
BMWs. they went into British ga- 
rages to steal some. Now that Eck- 
strom has a BMW. he doesn't want 
anybody to steal it. 

Philippine Foreign Affairs Un- 
dersecretary Federico Macaranas, 
who must imagine himself to be 
under the employ of the U.S. For- 
eign Affairs Office, hastens to add, 
"Let's never use poverty as an in- 
strument to steal." It nicely corm- 
plements Ecksuom’s admonition 
not to steal a BMW if you're too 
poor to afford it. 

If it is a sin for the poor to steal 
from the rich, it must be a much 
bigger sin for the rich to steal from 
the poor. 

Don’t rich countries pirate our 
best scientists. engineers.
